2 0 SAKAI graduated from the Military Academy in 1908 and later graduated from the 
tfar College e He became a member of the Japanese Imperial General Staff (JIGS), 
a member of the Military Af fairs Section of the War flinistry, and an inetructor 
at the War College 0 In 1937 he was in command of a mechanized infantry corps 
in North China, but the following year he was placed on the reserve rolis for 
lack of aggressiveness in hia operationa. Returned to active duty in 1941, he 
was put in charge of hiotorical research at JIGS, but in 1944 he was re^urned to 
a reserve status. He ie rumored to be a relative of HAT0fAMA o 



3o TAN/lKA graduated from the Military Academy in 1913 &nd later graduated from the 
War College, He too was a member of JIGS and was Chief of Operations with JIGS 
at tte outbreak of World War II„ He senred as commanding general of tho 18 
Division during the war, and was chief of staff of the Burma Area Anny Head- 
qu&rters in August 1945«
